Another explosion of gas occurred last 
evening, and while the damage can not 
he compared with that of Saturday 
night, nor did so many people visit the 
scene, the cause was the same—a leak 
in the main. 
Soon after 6 :15 o’clock a number of 
small boys were playing at Spring street 
and Lincoln avenue. 
In the east side 
of the avenue is a sewer drop, the line 
passing down to West Market street. 
Here the youngsters detected the pres­ 
ence of gas, and lighting a match tossed 
it into the opening. 
Instantly there 
was a muffled sound and a sheet of 
flame shot from the sewer. 
Bot that 
was not all. 
Directly across the street resides John 
Ryan, a well known contractor, aud ii^ 
the corner of the yard surrounding his 
home is a well. 
It is 47 feet deep, and 
to within four feet of the surface is 
walled with htone. 
Above this is sewer 
pipe 24 inches in diameter, and sur­ 
mounting the 
whole 
is 
a 
fancy 
wooden piece. 
A few minutes after 
the explosion at the sewer the wooden 
i covering was blown off the well and a 
sheet of flame shot high in the air, 
illuminating the neighborhood. 
Slight 
explosions 
were heard 
immediately 
afterward in the cellars of neighboring 
houses, and it was not long nntil that 
immediate neighborhood was almost de­ 
populated. 
Mr.

notified the gas com­ 
panies 
and 
the 
fire 
department, 
and 
within 
an 
hour 
consumers 
of gas in that neighborhood were burn­ 
ing lamps and wondering why they had 
not the foresight to provide coal for 
such emergencies. 
Assistant Chief Mc­ 
Cullough responded to the call, aud 
found the flame blazing as high as 
R yan’s house. 
He immediately tele­ 
phoned to the station for the old Hope 
reel, and for the first time in many 1 
months it was taken out for duty. 
A 
line was quickly run out. and the fire­ 
men awaited developments. 
Their ser. 
vices, however, were not ne*d*-d 
Meantime a force of men from the 
Ohio Valiev company began hunting for 
the leak, and after an hoar’s work found 
it where the streets cross 
The earth 
around the pipe was dry as powder and 
almost as white as the snow which fell 
upon the toiling workmen. 
The leak 
was repaired as soon as possible, aud 
gas was turned on at 6 :30 o’clock this 
morning. 
The cold had contracted the j 
pipe and pulled it out of the five-inch T, 
stripping the threads. 
It seems the gas from the leak found j 
if# way into the sewer, aud when 
it was ignited sought the well, entering < 
where the sewer pipe jo in e d the stone. 1 
It has been known for some time that 
gas came front the well. 
Not long ago 
a party of boys were standing near the 
well when one of them dropped a match 
iuto the opening. 
In a moment there 
was a rumbling sound, and the uext in­ 
stant a column of flame shot high in the 
air. 
No water was thrown out. 
The 
boys ran at the first alarm, and notniug 
was heard of the matter afterward 
until last night.
